STEADFAST FOR SILVER. 


The Deliver Ncu-n publishes corre- 


spondence betweeu President Cleveland 
and Hon. Blanton Duncan, which, it is 
alleged, shows that Cleveland encour- 
aged Duncan to secure support for him 
in the last election upon the claim that 
he would, if elected, approve a bill for 
free coinage of American silver. June 
24,1892, Duncan wrote a letter in which 
the following occurs: 


"In fact, Cleveland's utterances have 


been misinterpreted, for his whole ca- 
reer demonstrates that 
everything 
passed by congress to restore silver to 
its position prior to 1878 would be en- 
dorsed by him. The distinction that 
he has made is an indication of fear 
upon his part that unlimited coinage 
of the silver of the whole world might 
produce disaster and calamity upon our 
commercial interests. That he would 
willingly sign a bill providing for free 
coinage of silver from our own mines 
I am perfectly convinced." 


A copy of this letter was sent to 


Cleveland and also to Htevenson before 
it was published. 
After writing the 


letter Duncan informed Cleveland that 
he would secure the electoral vote of 
Colorado for him by getting articles in 
the principal papers commending him 
because of his friendship for silver. 
On the 15th of July, 1892, Cleveland 
wrote to Duncan as follows: 


" I received your letter of June 10th 


accompanied by extracts trom the Los 
Angeles Time*, i thank you for both. 
I am glad to know you are working in 
the line you indicate in your letter, 
and I have not the slightest doubt but 
that very great good will be the re- 
sult." 


Duncan says Cleveland's letter waa a 


tacit pledge to him that he had stated 
his views correctly. 
No other con- 


struction can be placed upon it and if 
Mr. Cleveland had any reservations he 
had no right to ask of him the carry- 
ing out of au action which was to give 
him und the people voluntary service 
without expectation or demand for pay- 
ment or reward on his part 
Steven- 


sou thanked him heartily and he does 
not doubt what his action will be when 
millions ask him to save them from de- 
struction. 


According to the 
correspondence 


President Cleveland is tacilly pledged 
to approve i free coinage bill if such a 
bill "should be passed by congress, and 
Vu;o President Stevenson is not only 
for free coinage, but heartily thanked 
the gentleman who publicly proclaimed 
thy fact in the presidential campaign 


Let silver men be of good cheer. 


Many public men who are supposed to 
be gold bugs may prove to be for free 
coinage when congress convenes. If 
the president and vice president are 
for silver, it is possible that Senator 
Sherman may introduce a bill to repeal 
the demonetization law of 1873 and 
open the mints to free coinage as they 
had been prior to the passage of that 
infamous act.

Three weeks hence the fifty-third 


congress ot the United States will meet 
in extra session. It is not convened 
for the purpose of adjusting and re- 
forming the tariff schedules, which the 
old party leaders told us in the presi- 
dential cauipaigu was the main issue, 
but to doal with the financial question 
whie h the Silver party held was the 
principal issue involved in the election. 


Tne battle of the standards will com- 


mence the moment congress is called 
to order It is conceded that Judge 
Crisp of Georgia, speaker of the last 
house, will be re-elected without opposi- 
tion on tho part of the majority, and it 
is stated that ho will remodel the com- 
mittee on coinage, weights and meas- 
ures which,m view of the great issue in- 
volved, will be the most important com- 
mittee of the houso, and that Bland, 
the silver chainpiou of Missouri, who 
has been t hairmau of the committee 
since 1875, with the exception of two 
terms, when tho Republicans were in 
tho ascendancy, will be removed and 
tho ihairmanship will be given to 
Tracey of New York, an avowed enemy 
of silver. The administration, it is 
said, does not want Bland, and Speaker 
Crisp does not want to antagonize the 
administration. 


The most reliable reports attainable 


are to the effect that whether Bland is 
given tho chairmanship of the commit- 
tee or not, a majority of- the committee 
will bo opposed to his views of the sil- 
ver question suid under such cirsum- 
stances he will not care to be at the 
head of it. He has boldly asserted that 
if the Democratic party will not deal 
fairly with silver he is for a party that 
will. 


The first great flght in congress will 


be upon tho repeal of the Sherman act. 
It is claimed that a bill for that pur- 
pose can be passed through the house, 
but the claim is not substantiated. The 
efforts of the Times, World and other 
New York newspapers to poll the mem- 
bers of the house on the question have 
baeu futile. Not more than half the 
members gave a decisive answer to the 
questions asked them and until a rote 
is taken it will probably not be known 
how the majority stand on the uncon- 
ditional repeal of the bullion purchase 
act. 
The sentiment of the west and 


south is almost unanimous against the 
repeal unless a substitute more favor- 
able to silver is enacted and it is possi 
ble, unless the rules of Mr. Beed's con- 
gress are adopted to out off debate, 
that the extra session may close be- 
fore a final vote is reached in the two 
bouses on tho repeal of the not umess a 
compromise is effected between the 
opposing forces.

A Non-Partssuu Meeting at Carson— 


Sound Resolutions.

CABfeON, Nev., July 15.—The non- 


partisan silver mass meeting adopted 
the following statement to-night: 


"During the past few months a 


money panic has caused extraordinary 
distress throughout the United States 
by reason of which hundreds of bank- 
ing institutions and mercantile houses 
have become wrecks while the grave 
financial disturbances have involved 
thousands in misery and rum. We 
believe the object lessons were severe 
though they will result in ultimate 
benefit to the people of the United 
States, insomuch as they will teach the 
masses of voters who have been kept 
ignorant of the money question that 
the real cause of this widespread dis- 
tress is the contraction of the currency 
in an inverse ratio to the development 
of the country. The demonetization of 
silver has lowered the price of nearly 
everything produced in the United 
States for export, thereby enabling the 
purchasers of the old world to secure 
immense benefit at the expense of the 
producers in America. 


" As is instanced in the case of cotton, 


wheat and other staple articles, this 
hardship has extended beyond the pro- 
ducers to other laboring classes, and 
aas resulted in destitution and pov- 
erty hitherto unknown in America. 
We charge John Sherman, senator of 
the United States, with the infamous 
crime of demonetizing silver in the in- 
terest of foreign money lenders and 
bartering away the property of a whole 
nation to enrich a few bondholders in 
New York and London. 
We believe in 


the free coinage of gold and silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1, the only possible 
remedy for the financial ills which 


He Folniedly Expresses Bis View* to 


Secretary Smith.

Hoke Smith of the interior department 
to-day received a letter from Chief 
Jones cf the Ghcctaw nation in which 
he pointedly expresses his views as to 
the interference of the government in 
the execution of the nine 
TT^fftm a 


sentenced to be shot 


He says: "There is no law or consti- 


tutional provision authorizing the prin- 
cipal chief of the Choctaw nation to 
commute or stay the sentence of any ' 
one convicted of murder or sentence of 
death under the laws of the nation. 
However, as a result of your letter and 
conference with Col. Fassion, Indian 
inspector, I conferred with the officials 
of the nation and we arrived at the 
conclusion that it would be advisable 
and politic to have the execution of the 
aforesaid parties stayed by the judge 
of the court in which they were sen- 
tenced. This course will leave a very 
grave question open and will afford the 
convicted parties opportunity to escape 
merited punishment being meted out 
to them. It must not be thought for a 
moment that we concede and admit 
tbo right of oar department to ob- 
struct the administration of justice 
and the enforcement of our laws. I 
suppose that statements have been 
made to your department that the trial 
and conviction of the aforesaid parties 
was due to political influences, unjust 
and not in accordance with law, with' 
out attention of the authorities of the 
Choctaw nation being called to such | 
statements to afford them opportunity 
to refute the calumnies and intima- 
tion. Amounting practically to a com- 
mand has been conveyed to me desir- 
ing that sentence be stayed pending 
an investigation by your department. 
All these parties were regularly and 
duly indicted by the grand jury, tried 
by jury, ably represented by counsel 
and convicted in accordance with law, 
Notwithstanding the self-government 
guaranteed us by law the United States 
has three times in succession inter- 
fered with and obstructed the admin- 
istration and execution of law. How- 
ever, being desirous of fostering ami- 
cable and friendly relations with the 
United States and to ascertain where 
the line will be drawn when the Uuited 
States will cease to interfere with the 
execution and administration of our 
laws so we can govern ourselves intelli- 
gently and feel assured of effective and 
moral support from the United States, 
I have concluded to request the judge 
of the aforesaid court to stay execu- 
tion of sentence until August 4th so 
that the fullest investigation could be 
made by you."

The Old Ship to be Keiuodele<i >uul Re- 


fitted.

VALLEJO, July 15.—It seems more 


than probable that Admiral Farragut's 
old flagship, the Hartford, is to- be re- 
fitted and once more fly the commis- 
sion pennant from the mainmast. The 
commandant of the Mare Island navy 
yard has received detailed plans and 
specifications for remodeling the rigging 
and refitting the vessel. These plans 
and specifications have been in turn 
submitted to Commander Glass, in 
charge of the construction department, 
with instructions to prepare and for- 
ward estimates of the cost of remodel- 
ing the rigging and the refitting of the 
Hartford. 
Commander 
Glass 
has 


placod the specifications in the hand of 
his foreman for figures, while he will 
compute the time required and«the 
amount of material and cost of recom- 
missioning the old flagship. The board 
of survey will inspect the Hartford 
throughout, and by the time the board 
has completed its labors Commander 
Glass will have the estimates prepared 
and both reports will be forwarded to 
Washington. 
An examination of the 


engines and boilers' of the Hartford 
shows them to be in, excellent condi- 
tion, and with repacking and a few 
minor repairs could be made ready for 
service in short notice. The masts, 
spars and much of the rigging removed 
from the Hartford when she went out 
of commission have been examined and 
found in an excellant state of preserva- 
tion and will .be used when the ship is 
refitted, leaving her practically the 
same ship as when she went out of the 
commision with the exception of the 
battery, which will be of modern guns.

City Elections In ^Florence. 


Nowadays when almost all the na- 


tions of the world are discussing the 
adoption of the Australian ballot system 
people little realize that such ideas are 
not as new as they seem. WeH nigh 
six centuries ago in the city of Florence 
was organized a sygtem of voting resem- 
bling in its essential principles the ballot 
recently adopted. This is not mefe hear- 
say either, for a historian who lived' at 
that time, Giovanni Villani, has given us 
a full account of it. 


The city of Florence had begun to tire 


of the arrogance and bribing methods of 
the nobles about the year 1388, so it de- 
cided to pass laws by which fair elec- 
tions might be held. The city was gov- 
erned by six priors, elected for a term 
of two months. Now, it was decided by 
an assembly that these priors, together 
with two persons selected from each of 
the six districts of Florence, should come 
together and make a list of all the citi- 
zens more than 80 years of age in Flor- 
ence that were at all worthy of the office 
of prior. 


This list was then presented to a coun- 


cil of 97 of the principal officers arid 
"wise men" of the city, who voted on 
eaQh name separately. The votes were 
collected by six "wise and discreet" 
monks. They consisted of white and 
black beans, and it took 68 black beans 
to elect a candidate. The counting was 
done secretly in a neighboring room by 
the monks, and the result was immedi- 
ately announced to the assembly, who 
proceeded to vote on the next name. 


When the whole list had thus been 


gone through, all those who were elect- 
ed had. their names written together 
on a Targe scroll and also each name 
written separately on a1 little slip. These 
little slips were thrown into a bag. And 
then comes a quaint custom. Th&large 
scroll was kept in the sacristy of the 
convent of the Frati Predicatori. 


The bags, one for each office in the 


government, were put in,a strong chest 
that was locked, and the three k.eys that 
qould open it were given, one TO Frati 
Conversi di Settimo, one to the capitano 
or general of the Florentine army and 
one to the sacristan of the Frati Minori. 
TJie chest itself was stored in the sacristy 
of the latter monks. 


It Is seen how religiously all bribery 


and ballot box stuffing was stopped. No 
Florentine, no matter how much he 
hated the monks, would dare to conamrl 
such a crime in the sacristy of a church. 
He did not feel anxious to be burning in 
a hell fire after he died. But to go on 
with the election, for as yet no officer 
had been elected, he had only been de- 
clared eligible to the office. 


When election time came around, the 


thirteenth day of every other month, the 
priors, with the general council of the 
people, would assemble and cause the 
chest to be brought forth. Then, in the 
presence of the entire assembly the bags 
containing the slips were taken out, and 
after being carefully mixed one slip was 
taken out from each, and the person 
whose name was on that slip was de- 
clared elected. 
Thus an entirely new 


set of officers was chosen every ttine. 


This mode of election, Villani tells ns, 


"was ratified in a full parliament in the 
place of the priors where many people 
were congregated and where many 
speeches were made, praising the law 
and condemning to severe punishmenl 
those who might oppose it." And yei 
we say socialism is essentially a thing oi 
the present century.—Pittsburg Chroni- 
cle-Telegraph. 


Bauxite Ores In the South. 


Information has come to the two im- 


portant scientific bureaus in Washing- 
ton, the geological survey and the Smith- 
sonian institution, of absolutely inex- 
haustible deposits of bauxite ores in Ala- 
bama and Georgia, which give promise 
of solving the chief difficulty heretofore 
encountered in the cheap production oi 
aluminium for commercial purposes, 
Specimen lumps of these ores analyzed 
at the Smithsonian institution show 48 
per cent of pure aluminium in the light 
tints and 40 per cent in the brown 
shades, whereas ordinary clay contains 
on an average only 88 per cent. Bauxite 
derives its name from the fact that it 
was discovered first near Baux, or Beaus, 
near Aries, France. Besides France it 
is found to a limited extent in Austria 
and elsewhere in Europe and in worka 
ble quantities in Arkansas and other 
states and territories of the Union.— 
Cor.

Kaces begin at 1 o'clock fcliurp i>. M. 
Dial clock indicates the time each race 
starts. 


Thirty minutes between raceK. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to baddle. Bugle 
calls the horses to poet. 


The bugle call wilt be precisely five minutes 
after the saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, .lockeys or others having 
care of the nnimal, that do notbcml the horse 
out promptly at pobt signal will be fined. 


Nomination!) to all stakes must be mude to 
the Secretary on or before the Ibt day of 
September, 
1893. 


Entries for the running purses must be 
made two da) s preceding the race, beforo 0 
o'clock F, M, 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before the race at 0 v. M. 


Horses entered in pvirscscan only be drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age and box of the horse, and the 
weight und colors of the rider must be given. 
After a horse has run once at the meeting, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to be 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of difler- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may be declared off by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In nl] free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry live pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
bhe conditions otherwise stipulate-, and must 
be paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Where there is more than one entry by one 
person, or in one interest, the particular 
lorne they are to start must be named by 6 
. 11. of the day preceding the race. 
No added money paid for n walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of 80, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar« the best 
three in five, unless otherwise specified; ave 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold » 
less number than live to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall bo divided prorata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in tw o must go to the stable; and in 
all three in five races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heat* 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided as follow*: 
66% to the first and KPA to the WScond. 


In dividing purse* no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subnoriblng to a sweepstake, 
or entering1 a horse in a running race, under 
tbeie conditions, accepts the decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rule* to 
govern trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
Bone Association rule* to govern all running 
race* where they do not conflict with thaw 
condition*.
